General Radeacu authorised Bail Qhiletan to inf ora 
Visoianu, Pope and Cretsiana that he r efuaed to qoiiTqks jt| fay initt— f as h a 
had written to the King stating that he did not accept the provisions of the 
letter of 10 August that he had transmitted to the King a letter from Gafencu, 
refusing to sit in the Committee of Direction, and that he was awaiting the 
King's reply. * . Visionau called on General Radescu and on Gafencu on 28 
August. «e shoved himself disposed to find a solution defining the respon- 
sibilities , of the President and those of the Coomdttee of Direction. Both 
General Radescu and Mr. Gafencu, however, were adamant in their refusal to con- 
sider the carrying out of the provisions of the King's letter. 

On 31 August, Visoianu and Pope reported to the King on the attitude of 
OWItwnahnd Gafencu. They underline the fact the present international sit- 
uation Imperiously requires the uninterrupted activity of the Rumanian 
National Committee. They informed the Kins' that, under such circumstances 
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and according to the by-laws of the Comnittee, the y had, together with 
Cretzlanu, written to General R&descu and to the other members of the 
Committee, informing them that they considered that the Conmittee was legally 
convoked for a meeting to be held on 8 September, . . On 6 September, a letter 
sent by General Constantin Petre-La^ar in the name of the King, dated 4 
September and addressed to The Rumanian National Committee, was received in 
Washington. Taking into consideration the letters received from General 
R adeseu, Gafenou, and Pope and Vlaolanu, the King had come to the conclusion 
that, owing to Gafenou* s refusal, the Committee of Direction would temporarily 
eons 1st of two members, that is, Vlaoianu and Popa. The King trusted that 
the Committee would begin working again under this new direction, being 
constituted with a minimum of six members and accepting this new form fof 
directions. • • From the discussions which took place before Fhrcasanu made 
an angry exit, it was dear that he sided with Radeeou and Gafenou, • • 

The Conmittee met on 10 September, in the absence of General Radesou and 
Caranfil, Gafenou and Fhrcaaanu. Caranfil had disappeared without leaving an 
address. The Conmittee decided to ask Vlaolanu and Popa to make a last inter- 
vention with General Radescu, in order to find a means for carrying out 
the provisions of the King's letter of 10 August and to work out the functions 
of the President and the Committee of Direction. , * Visolanu and Popa called 
on General Radescu, but he refused again to accept the provisions of the 
King's letter of 10 August, • , (Emil Ghllezan) let it be plainly understood 
that those outside the Committee would join forces with General Radescu. • .
